supplies. 
It was explained that in 
former years during periods of im­ 
passable roads that many articles en 
tering into the food supplies of the 
city were practically unobtainable be 
cause the producers who had a sur

vere absolutely unable 
to bring them to market. 
This en 
tailed a hardship upon the consumers 
and the high prices they w’ere com 
pelled to pay did our local producers 
no good, for the reason that being un­ 
able to market their products they 
derived no benefit 
from

As has often been stated through 
these columns, the 
merchants

If you have seed corn or seed oats 
for sale, if you will call at the bu 
reau office, I have blanks to be filled 
out to he sent to the state university 
to he put on their “List of Seed for 
b’alo” circulars to he sent nil over 
the state and to he handed to all 
making inquiry for seed. 
The record of all in Pettis county 
who make reports here will be kept 
on file here for the information of 
any who may want seed. 


The Pettis County Corn Yield. 
Pettis county is one of ti vs coun­ 


ties in the state that raised above 
five million bushels of corn the past 
season. 
They are Saline, Nodaway 
Atchison. Pettis and Johnson. 


Cooper county leads in yield per 
acre, making forty-five. 


It would, no doubt, lie true if all 
conditions of soil and season wrere the 
same in all the counties, that Cooper 
and Atchison would lead in the yield 
per acre, as those two counties have 
perhaps done as much in the way of 
“breeding” goo J seed as all the other 
counties combined. 
This may be an 
extravagant statem ent, but I do not 
think it is. 


So far as T have been able to learn 
there is but one farm in Pettis coun­ 
ty where seed corn is intelligently 
bred. 
This m ust lie changed. 
There 
are now four in the county who have 
agreed to take up the work the com­ 
ing spring, and at least a dozen will 
begin it. 


The fact tiiat Cooper county has 
rn.' de the largest acreage yield will 
sell thousands of bushels cf &eed for 
the farmers of that county. 
In that 
county they have earned this reward, 
but iii a few years at least, if twenty 
men in this county will take up the 
“breeding” of seed corn, a like re­ 
x'aid awaits us. 
It would be worth 
while if none of our seed were sold 
except, to supply the county needs, 
but if we can produce the best, rest 
assured it will he iii demand just as 
surely as th -3 best lot of app’es or 
potatoes, the best crop of wiieat, the 
best mule or horse, or th at cow your 
wife does not want you to sell, always 
finds a buyer at a good price. 
The 
world wants quality in corn as well 
as in men and hogs, and is willing 
to pay the price. 


We want a “corn breeders’ ” com 
m ittee in the bureau of agriculture,
